SIGHTS IN HONG KONG. 


Vrlichtfnl IMiHlputlon of tlio Hfltlili

landing in Hong Kong was tho diasi- 
puttou •which ia ulwaya going ou. 
At 


first 1 thought soipo celebration nniBt bo 
in progress, but upon mivking inquiries 
1 waft assured tlint thin wa!) not the 


ao. 
"It is nlwiiyH so," said nu American 


oitinon. "Every (lay u certain number 
of sailors ivro allowed to come on shore, 
and thoy avail thomsolvoH fully ot this 
privilege. 
As there wo some two 


thousand of these sailors at praoont on 
board of tho nien-ot-wn,y in Hong Kong 
harbor, Una city is quite lively most of 
tho time, Jt is tho men aboard Uioso 
war-ships ivho get tho wiklost, for tlio 
enforced idleness oJ their life bvcedw 
I'ocklosanoss 
when thoy 
onco 
got 


ushoro," 


Thesis sailors arn boardloss young fel- 


lows for tlio most part, and though 
thoy hnvo a swaggering nnel tyrannical 
niiim, I should not think that thoy 
would impress the Chinese as very 
formidable. "Walking about tho streets 
laut oveniug in company with a cili/en 
J saw literally hundreds of those sailor.-), 
crowding tho saloons so thick that you 
could not seo the counter. Outside 
tho saloon the street would bu packed 
with riokishas, lot a sailor gravitates 
toward a riekisha tho first thing upon 
coming ashore. Ho does not havo lo 
gravitate far, for the Ohinoso ninuors 
almost attempt tho perilous feat of 
walking on the water in thoir eagerness 
to moot tho Bailors halt' way. 


Boon after landing tho Biiilors gravi- 


tate toward a saloon, and, numbers 
brooding reckless jollity, it is not long 
before thoy cease to bo fruo moral 
agents. Then they ourso and boat their 
riokisha men, and ride about with 
scarcely any cognizance of whither thoy 
are being carried. As I have already 
intimated, I am implacably opposed to 
the Ohiuosa; yet my indignation was 
kindled in their behalf at first when 1 
witnessed tho brutality with which they 
are treated by those sailors. But my 
commiseration was all dissipated when 
aiy friend staid : 


'"Don't pity them. John Chinaman 


is under now, but ho will bo on top 
pretty soon. Wait till tho sailors get 
stupidly drunk, and thoy will bo ig- 
uomiously dumped out by the wayside, 
while those long suffering 'heathen 
Chinese' will proceed complacently to 
go through thoir pockets. Don't mis- 
place your pity." 


"Don't tho English make any effort 


to cheek this evil?" 


"0 no.it is no common thoy don't 


oaro to interfere. 
Ouoe in a while, 


when a man gets to mashing things too 
generally and 
endangering people's 


lives, ho will bo locked up until lie gets 
sober. But so long as they only injure 
themselves, no matter if thoy do bronk 
tlio poaco, nothing is done about it." 


J notice that very frequently, almost 


fthvays, tho sailors will give tho order, 
"Go to tho temperance hall," when 
they are well under "the influence," 
and thoro sloop off thoir boo/.e. iiy 
tho way, cm-ions though tho statement 
nmy seem, the manager of tho Hong 
Ko.ig institution is getting to bn a con- 
llrmod sot. Ho has boon inebriated 
now for a full week. The moral sonti- 
iuonl that will tolerate such a thing 
ptw/lcs mo. 


Despite all the abuses to which they 


are subjected, however, thooo temper- 
ance halls of tho Orient are institu- 
tions, and really do a groat dual of 
good. Thoy may be found iu Shanghai, 
Hong Kong, (Singapore, Madras, Bom- 
bay, Calcutta, lokohama, Kobe, and, 
for aught J know, in all the cities of 
the far east. l''or $1.21) a day sailors 
and travelers who want to economize 
are entertained in ilrsl-class stylo, and 
at tho end of the year tho ritizons wake 
up the deficit in tho running expenses.
